In New York they pro­

The civil service regula­ 
tions that the New York Democrats say 
they want are such as will make the com­ 
petitive tests apply only within the lines 
of the army of hungry Democrats who 
want office. Considerably different is the 
declaration of the Massachusetts Demo­ 
crats. They have profited by the rock 
upon which the New Y'orkers struck, and 
have had the cunning to indorse the Presi­ 
dent’s views of the reform. They say that 
they favor a reform or system in the civil 
service, that has a broad basis of justice 
and equality, not creating an official class, 
Imt giving to each citizen who is capable 
and honest the right to lie selected for 
public employment.

ENGLAND. 


Salisbury’s speech outlining the 
policy of the English administration ii 
very weak. 
It lacks the vigor, positive­ 
ness, and also the discretion that character­ 
ized all the political utterances of Glad­ 
stone, while it has none of tlie cunning, 
nor a particle of the farsightedness of 
Disraeli. True, we have but an incom­ 
plete report of it as yet—but sufficient to 
indicate that the Minister is undecided 
and hesitating, and anxious to avoid posi­ 
tive issues. Tlie one thing which lias a 
seeming of sincerity is the declaration 
that England must draw closer the bonds 
of union between the mother country and 
her colonies. How this is to tie done he 
does not tell us, hut he is right in declar­ 
ing it to he one of the 'most important 
matters to engage the attention of the 
English politicians. 
It has been obvious 
for a long time that the sympathetic chord 
between England and her leading colonies 
has been growing less and less responsive 
to the playing upon it. 


T h e Alta asks, “ What would a house-to- 
house inspection in San Francisco reveal'!" 
That is a suggestive question. 
As a sani­ 
tary measure it would show unquestiona­ 
bly that San Francisco is worse oft’ than 
Philadelphia, where the results of an in­ 
spection have fairly- staggered the staid 
people of the Quaker City. The truth is 
half the world has no comprehensive idea 
of the filth in which the other half lives. 
A house-to-house inflection is needed in 
Sacramento, but there would be no such 
startling revelations here as would result 
in San Francisco. Our streets are broad, 
the blocks are cut by wide alleys, and most 
of tlie houses occupy unusually broad 
areas of ground. Hence the concealment 
of filth here is never a matter of long pos­ 
sibility. 
Nevertheless, the cesspool sys­ 
tem, the non-resident landlordism and the 
neglected house drainage in many places, 
as well as the failure to clean out filth pits 
and remove garbage, leaves the demand for 
a house-to-house inspection unanswerable; 
and it should he ordered now, before the 
winter rains set in, when it can he done 
only- under adverse circumstances. 


M a ry- 
A n d e r s o n , the accomplished 
American actress, made the most impor­ 
tant appearance of her life in Sacramento 
—in fact, this city is the place of her na­ 
tivity, as we understand. The telegraph 
gives the lady a free advertisement by- the 
transmission to the Associated Press of an 
interview with the lady, in which she ex­ 
presses her determination to visit Sacra­ 
mento. Miss Anderson will he cordially 
received ; not so much because at a very 
early period in her life she was so fortu­ 
nate as to claim this place as her home, as 
because she is a most prominent exponent 
of the best work of the drama.

Loris, October 8th.—The day passed 
off with reasonable quietness until U o’clock 
this evening, when a party of strikers con­ 
gregated about the street cars on the Cass 
avenue line, on Seventh street, between 
Market and Walnut streets, and began to 
intimidate the conductors and drivers. A 
squad of police soon appeared and the 
strikers dispersed, but only to change their 
base, for they immediately went to Pine 
street, between Seventh and Ninth, out of 
which three different lines run, and de­ 
tained one or two cars. This stopped ail 
traffic, and about a dozen cars were soon 
gathered there. A crowd immediately col­ 
lected, and a man named John Doyle was 
knocked under a moving car and run over. 
Tb.s exasperated the crowd, which con­ 
tained many of the unruly element besides 
the strikers, and they dragged the driver 
from the car and threatened to lynch him. 
He • was rescued 
by the police, how­ 
ever, and taken to the station to save 
him from the mob. 
The crowd then 
unhitched the teams from the cars and 
turned them loose, and slugged all the 
drivers and conductors they could lay 
hands on ; but none of them were badly 
hurt. Among the persons assaulted was 
John Sculler, President of the Union De- 
[X)t lines, and also of the Mound City road. 
He was pretty roughly handled, but not 
much injured. Notwithstanding the police 
were active and arrested ten of the mob, 
tlie crowd was equally alert, and some of 
them loosened the brakes on cars which 
were standing on a down grade, and set 
them running down hill, which resulted in 
collisions, the breaking of windows and 
the jamming of platforms. Finally the 
police got the mastery of the mob, and dis­ 
persed them. Other teams were then sent 
for, and the cars were taken to the stables 
by friends of the road, who volunteered to 
run them, and traffic was suspended for 
the night.

Q u ebec, October 8th.—A Government 
steamer leaves for Labrador this week, 
loaded with fuel and Hour, to alleviate the 
sulferings of the poor fishermen and their 
families at that place. It is said the fish­ 
eries have proved almost a complete fail­ 
ure. The cod and mackerel have disap­ 
peared, and porpoises have been so scarce 
that the oil factories have had to close 
down, throwing a number of hands out of 
employment. These have been obliged to 
beg for a living, as articles of food have 
long since reached such fabulous prices 
that they are beyond the reach of the poor. 
Their supply of flour has been entirely 
exhausted, and to add to their suffering 
aud privations, the scurvy has made its 
appearance, and many have died of it. 
The sufferings of the women and children 
beggars description, the little ones dying 
in the arms of their mothers, who have no 
nourishment to give them. 


T h e H e n Co c k.— There lias been at least 
thirty recognized varieties of game fowl in 
Great Britain, of which the Knowlsey 
breed was on the whole the most cele­ 
brated. 
The cocks were black-breasted, 
witli red hackles; the hens partridge-col­ 
ored, aud the legs of both were white. 
Another famous 
breed, known as the 
Black-breasted Birchins, had gray hackles 
and red wings. Then there were the duns 
of various hues, white “ piles,” cuskoos, 
“ blotch-breasted reds,” and many others. 
There was also a curious variety known as 
then Hen Cock. The peculiarity of the 
Hen Cock was that his feathers, which 
were of a very sober color, resembled those 
of a hen : and liis feminine appearance 
i often induced other game cocks tea imagine 
j him to be of the female sex. When, there- 
I fore, he wus put down upon the mat of the 
cock nit, his adversary, instead of preparing 
to fight, would sometimes proceed to 
make those gallant bows, scrapes and 
pirouettes for which cocks are so justly fa­ 
mous. Not so, however, the Hen Cock. 
Watching for his enemy's politest moment, 
that wily bird gave him a blow which thor­ 
oughly undeceived him as to the question 
of sex, and this blow was delivered under 
such singular advantages that it often de­ 
cided the battle.-j-[The Saturday Review. 


MINING NOTES. 


Since February 150 quartz locations have 
been made in Madison county, Montana 
Territory. 
The shipments through Wells, Fargo & 
Co. of bullion from Calico since January 1, 
1884, are $1,680,301. 
The gold-bearing gravel near Alpine, Los 
Angeles county, has been assayed and gives 
only about 24 drachms to the ton. 
A quarrel over the Red Rover mine, in 
Soledad Canyon, has stopped the work 
there. Until this unfortunate occurrence 
the mine was paying exceedingly well. 
At Mendon, Cosumnes township, El 
Dorado county, the mines are proving suc­ 
cessful. The late rains did not favor min­ 
ing to any considerable extent. Tiie Inde­ 
pendence is still running to its full limit. 
Quite a large force of men are employed 
at present in the vicinity of the Horse 
Shoe Bend, on the Carson river, in Douglas 
county, Nevada, iu placer mining. Very 
rich developments have lately been made, 
causing a rush for these diggings. 
The old Greenhorn district in Kern 
county, famous in early days for its rich 
placer and gold-bearing quartz, finds many 
believers in a future fruitful in richness. 
The surface mining done in that section is 
but proof that rich and strong viens lie 
hidden, which explorations will develop. 
Information has reached Candelaria of 
two very promising discoveries of excellent 
mines south ot that place. The prospects 
are located in the Wiiite mountain range, 
southwest of Fish Lake valley, from twelve 
to eighteen miles distant. The ore from 
both of them bears gold and silver, the for­ 
mer metal predominating. 
A great ruining" scheme is proposed to 
extend a tunnel from tlie Utah and North­ 
ern depot through the great ledges ot tlie 
Butte, M. T., district, and onward past 
Walkerville. The tunnel is to be two miles 
long, and to tap all the ledges which lace 
the granite hill upon which the greatest 
mines of tlie camp are located. 
In digging a well on the Cooke place 
here in town a vein of coal was struck at a 
depth of a few feet. Messrs. Kneller and 
Hall, the well-diggers, both pronounce it 
good burning coal, but of course this can­ 
not be determined until it lias been tested. 
A coal mine in Cloverdale would prove a 
bonanza.—[Cloverdale Sentinel. 
A couple of Mexicans have made a rich 
discovery of gold about sixteen miles soutli 
of Independence, Inyo county, at the end 
of Old Dad’s mountains. The ore assays 
at about $150 to $200 in gold, carrying con­ 
siderable silver. The find is attracting a 
number of old prospectors, and no doubt 
more will be heard of it ere long. 
The usual rate of wages for miners 
throughout the Eastern Oregon mineral 
district is $2 per day, and employers have 
no difficulty in making up their gangs at 
this rate. The Chinamen receive the same 
pay as the white men, and in all cases 
where regular wages are paid the men find 
their own board. About 2,000 men are now 
at work at these wages. 
The Lost Prize mine and hoisting works 
were attached recently by Under Sheriff 
Dryden, of Pinal county, A. T., in a suit 
brought against that company bv Perry 
Wildman, of Silver King, for$4,393 80 and 
costs. A large portion of this amount is 
for tlie wages of the men employed by the 
company while working, and whicli has 
been assigned to Mr. Wildman. 
At the Keynote mine there is a large 
dump of ore that had been cast aside as too 
low grade to work. 
A miner recently 
screened out two tons of this wasie and 
worked it, it yielding $25 a ton. Mike 
Lasky and John Anton will screen out the 
remainder of the pile and mill tlie screen­ 
ings. There is estimated to be a thousand 
tons of ore in the dump.—[Invo Independ­ 
ent. 
The man who sells a worthless mine 
brings trouble upon a distriect, and so does 
the man who buys it, whether bv fraud, or 
from stupidity. More honesty on the part 
of tlie buyer and seller is what we need. As 
matters stand now, “ honors are easy,” and 
the buyer is no better than tlie seller or 
middleman, for tlie trail of the serpent is 
over them all, and the middleman thinks 
he is fooling both buyer and seller.—[Tu­ 
olumne Independent. 
Beach mining lias taken a boom in Coos 
county, Or. 
'ihe Coquille Herald reports 
that A. Pershbaker, Abe Rose, R. H. Rose 
and J. L. Ferry have sold six black-sand 
claims, including the Joshua Wright claim, 
hack of Randolph, for $540,000. Groat ex­ 
crement exists, from the fact that a com­ 
pany lias bought the Eagle mine in addi­ 
tion to tlie above, and intend to start up 
with 100 men. 
Several other rich compa­ 
nies have their agents scouring that part of 
the country, and locations are being made.

This makes 33 cleared 
since July 1st. Two of these ships were 
iron and the other wood. 
The General Committee on Encampment 
of the Grand Army of the Republic have 
fixed tlie date ot holding tlie encampment 
between July 25th and August 15th. 
The unclaimedgoodsinthe United States 
Appraiser’s store were sold by auction 
Wednesday. The lots were sold for $302, 
and comprised everything from gin to á 
gold-washing machine. 
Charles Hinkel died early Thursday 
morning at the age of 69. The deceased 
was a well-known builder. In the fall of 
1851 he came to San Francisco, and fol­ 
lowed his profession ever since. 
Master in Chancery Houghton lias re­ 
turned to this city after making an inspec­

of the 
North Bloomfield mining 
ground. He will report to Circuit Judge 
Sawyer the result of his investigation as to 
the violation of an injunction against hy­ 
draulic mining. 
Judge Lawler, upon application of Chas. 
L. Ackerman, attorney for Walter H. Levy, 
lias issued a writ of mandate, directed to 
Auditor Strother, commanding him to 
show why he should not be ordered to pay 
to Walter H. Levy the city’s portion of his 
salary as Superior Judge. The writ was 
made returnable before Judge Sullivan on 
tlie 20th inst. 
The subscription committee of the Grant 
Monument Association, consisting of An­ 
drew J. Bryant, Charles Kohler, Cornelius 
O’Connor, Isaac Hecht and Major Harvey, 
began its labors Wednesday. The gentle­ 
men first called «pon Senator Stanford, 
who at once headed the subscription list 
with $5,000, and said lie would call the at­ 
tention of Charles Crocker and Mrs. Mark 
Hopkins, who are in tlie East, to tlie mat­ 
ter. Tiie committee consider this as good 
as $15,000 for the first days’ work. 


K in g s b u r y 
Co lo n ists.— The Los An­ 
geles Herald of September 29th says : 
The Kingsbury colonists ai rived on the 
express train from the East on Sunday, and 
went on to Lancaster. The party consisted 
of 110 persons, under the escort of F. W. 
Green, in search of homes. 
They left 
Liverpool on the 9th of September, oil the 
steamer City of Rome, making tlie trip to 
this city in eighteen days. The party oc­ 
cupied three cars, which were under the 
immediate charge of Mr. Cole, a traveling 
agent of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company. The party will stop at Lancas­ 
ter two days and take a look at the country 
in Antelope valley. Those who are not 
pleased with that section will go on to 
Fresno and look that country over. Two 
families of the party will stop over in this 
city for a few days before going on to Ante­ 
lope valle}-. The three cars will stopover 
at Lancaster for two days to afford sleeping 
accommodations until'they know whether 
they will remain there or not. 
The party 
are men in good circumstances, bringing 
$175,000 with which to buy land and im­ 
prove farms. Many of the number have 
friends and relatives who came out last 
year and located at Antelope valley, who 
will meet them at Lancaster and show 
them over the country. 


T h e 
J ones 
Contract.—The 
Virginia 
(Nev.) Chronicle of October 6th says: 
James G. Rule was a passenger on tlie 
Virginia and Truckee express last evening, 
bound for San Francisco. Mr. Rule is 
plaintiff’ in a suit against Senator Jones, 
which will be tried on the return of the 
latter gentleman from Alaska. 
In his 
complaint, filed last August, Rule sets forth 
that in 1883 he made a confidant of Sena­ 
tor Jones and informed him of the exist­ 
ence of rich bodies of ore in the Consol­ 
idated Virginia mine. In November, 1S83, 
the plaintiff alleges that he made a con 
tract with the Consolidated Virginia Com­ 
pany to expiore certain levels of the mine 
and extract and mill the ore which should 
be found there. Of the ore so mined and 
milled he was to retain 39 per cent, of the 


assay value, less wastage, and receive $9 per 
ton for milling. He extracted and milled 
a large amount of ore, from which he avers 
that Jones realized a net profit of $195,000. 
of which amount plaintiff claims he is en­ 
titled to one-half, and now sues to recover 
the sum of $97,500. The case is on the 
Court calendar at San Francisco for trial 
this month, and will be very interesting, as 
it will show the exact number of tons ol 
ore that have been extracted between the 
surface and the 1,300-foot level of the mine 
under the contract in the past two years, 
and the amount of profit realized in min­ 
ing ore by water power at $9 per ton. 


R esult o f 
a S q uaw ’s Cu r io sit y .—The 
Pioche (Nev.) Record is responsible for the 
following: 
An Indian, the fore part of the week, at 
his wickiup down in the valley, was en­ 
gaged in heating an old branding-iron for 
the purpose of branding his horses.

While examin­ 
ing one of tlie animals, and being in a 
beaded position, with bis back toward 
the fire, little dreaming of the dose lie

That buck does not at present chase the 
antelope over the plains, sitting in the sad­ 
dle, and the squaw does not gaze heaven­ 
ward when she lies down.

Tlie recent forest tiros have played the 
mischief with (leer and other wild game in 
this vicinity. Deer were never so plentiful 
in the immediate neighborhood of this 
town as they are at present. The tires have 
driven them out ol the woods and ravines, 
and now they must follow the narrow belts 
of brush aud timber which escaped tlie 
tires. On Sunday last Mike Buckley, Jr., 
took a tramp over his father’s ranch, a mile 
east of town, when he ran into a band of 
five deer.

N ew H orse D is e a s e .—Tlie following is 
found in the Napa Reporter : 
The disease which is troubling a great 
many horses in this State at tiie present 
time, and which Ins been referred to in the 
Reporter heretofore, shows no signs of 
abatement, but, on the contrary, seems to 
be spreading. It has been ascertained by 
investigation that the disease is not glun- 
ders, hut just what it is no one seems to 
know. It first manifests itself by a swell­ 
ing in the throat, and the nostrils become 
stopped up, making it difficult for the ani­ 
mal to breathe. If not attended to at once 
a sort of nasal gleet sets in, and the whole 
head seems affected. Poulticing the throat 
is recommended, after which liniment 
should be applied externally to the affected 
parts of the throat. If the' animal is at­ 
tended to immediately, and the treatment 
kept up, most cases can tie cured in a short 
time, but if neglected for a while it will 
probably become incurable.

TRICKS ON THE TRACKS. 


D a n g e r s fr o m w h ic h E n g in e e r s S a v e th e 
P u b lic anti T h e m s e lv e s . 
[T he R ailw ay R eview .] 
One who is accustomed to railway travel­ 
ing can scarcely realize how much he is de­ 
pendent for safety upon the engineer. 
Added to the responsibility of their station, 
engineers are also in constant danger of 
accidents caused by the tricks of jealous 
rivals. 
This rivalry, it is said, sometimes prompts 
to the doing of utterly mean tricks. A 
Nickle Plate engineer after his very first 
trip was laid off because he had “ cut out ” 
ail the bearings of bis engine. He was re­ 
instated, however, after he proved that some 
rival had filled his oiling can with emery. An­ 
other new engineer was suspended for burn­ 
out the flues of his boiler. Through grief 
at the loss of his position he died, and then 
a conscience-stricken rival confessed that 
he had put oil in the lank so that it foamed 
and showed water at the top gauge, when 
in reality there was scarcely a quart in the 
boiler. 
These intense jealousies, together with 
the terrible anxiety incident to the work, 
has a terribly straining 
effect on tlie 
nerve, and statistics tell us that, though 
locomotive engineers may look strong and 
vigorous, they are not all a hearty class. 
Ex-Chief Engineer A. S. Hampton, In­ 
dianapolis, Ind., (Div. 143) was one of 
those apparently hearty men, but he says : 
“ The anxiety, strain and jolting came 
near finishing me.” His sufferings local­ 
ized in catarrh of the bladder, but he used 
Warner’s safe cure faithfully for twenty 
weeks and now exclaims, “ I am a well 
man.”

(fam il­ 
iarly know n as “ B arber George,” because 
of his occupation for m any years), an old 
resident o f Sacram ento, latterly an insur­ 
ance solicitor. 
T he trouble has been brew ­ 
ing for som e tim e. 
F ranks is a sheep- 
shearer, and necessarilv was atisent from 
hom e a great dea! of his tim e. 
H e becam e 
im pressed w ith the belief some m onths 
since th at during his absence his wife was 
too fam iliar w ith Mr. George, and after a 
w hile husband an d wife separated, the 
form er taking up his abode at the resi­ 
dence of his m other, at the opposite end of 
th e tow n o f Roseville, about a m ile from 
w here his wife lived. 
It was agreed be­ 
tween them th at they would deed the 
hom estead property to their tw o children, 
the wife to have the use of it until the chil­ 
dren cam e of age. 
Then, to relieve them ­ 
selves of a restraint that had become ex­ 
ceedingly irksom e, th e m ade 


arrangements for a divorce, 
A nd both cam e to Sacram ento on W ednes­ 
day and met at the office of E. I. Robinson. 
T here it was agreed th at F ranks w ould let 
his wife obtain a divorce by default, but 
th at he should have the elder child, a girl 
aged about 4 years, and his wife the boy, 19 
or 20 m onths of age. 
W hile here F ranks 
inform ed a gentlem an w ith whom he was 
conversing upon the subject that he was 
glad the w hole thing was about to be dis­ 
posed of, so th at he and his wife could go 
th fir respective ways in peace, intim ating 
at the sam e tim e th at he did not w ant the 
younger child, as he did not believe it be­ 
longed to h im . 
F ranks returned hom e by 
the evening train, in his shirt sleeves, not 
having worn a coat during his visit to the 
city. 
H is wife was taken hom e by Mr. 
George in his buggy. 


the latter's statement 
Is in effect that he m et Mrs. F ran k s in the 
evening, had a conversation w ith her, and 
was inform ed th at she was afraid to go 
hom e for fear o f m eeting her husband 
there. 
George told her th at he was going 
to Roseville on business, and would take 
her w ith him if she wished, and the propo­ 
sition was accept', d. 
W hen they arrived at 
h er residence she Avent into th e house. 
F ranks was there (having, he says, gone 
there to get the little girl and take h er to 
his m other's), and cam e out. 
lie inquired 
“ Is th at you, G eorge?” an d the latter an ­ 
swered. •• Yes, Jim ; I've brought your wife 
hom e.” 
F ranks then applied opprobrious 
epithets to George, w inding up w ith a 
threat to shoot him . T hey were close to­ 
gether—about six feet apart—and, though 
it was dark, George saw a pistol gleam in 
F ran k s’ h an d ,an d believed he was goingto 
shoot. 
H e quickly raised 
his shotgun, 
loaded w ith bird shot—w hich he generally 
carried w ith him w hile on his trips through 
the country, for the purpose of shooting 
any gam e lie m ight see, being an ardetit 
sportsm an—and fired. 
T here was no one 
present except M rs. F ranks and h er hus­ 
band. 
H e did no t w ait to see 
WHAT IN JU RY H E HAD INFLICTED, 
B ut drove awav, leaving th e w ounded m an 
in his w ife's care. 
H e rem ained at Rose­ 
ville over night, caine to Sacram ento yes­ 
terday m orning, an d during the forenoon 
was arrested in Judge N. G reene Curtis' 
office by officer F ran k s (brother of the in ­ 
jured m an), D eputy Constable Swift and 
Ben Cham bers, they having learned that he 
was there. 
H e intended to surrender h im ­ 
self, but desired to first consult an attorney. 
H e claim s th at F ranks w as jealous o f him 
w ithout cause. 
It m ay be m entioned in ­ 
cidentally th at there is a suit for divorce 
pending between Mr. an d Mrs. George, 
com m enced recently. 
C onstable Jones, of 
Roseville, cam e to the city in search of him 
(he liad obtained a w arrant for his arrest 
the night previous, but the hour was so late 
th at lie could not telegraph to the city), and 
took him to Roseville yesterday afternoon, 
K. I. Robinson accom panying them as Mr. 
George's attorney'. 
ON THE OTHER SIDE 
It is learned that Mrs. F ran k s says the two 
m en were about fifteen feet apart when the 
shot was fired, and h er husband states that 
the distance was about tw enty feet. 
T he 
shot struck the right side of his face, and 
neck, scattering from the top o f his fore­ 
head to his throat. 
T here w as no pistol 
found at the scene o f the shooting, and it is 
denied th at F ran k s had any. 
Circum- 
tances indicate th at Mr. George m ust have 
been m istaken as to bis opponent’s having 
a weapon, as the w ounded m an 's right 
thum b was so severely lacerated by the 
charge of shot th at am putation is con­ 
sidered necessary, show ing th at he threw 
up his han d to protect his face. 
H e could 
not have been injured on the thum b in the 
m anner he was if he had held a pistol in 
his hand, unless be dropped the weapon 
very quickly. 
A nd if he intended to shoot, 
an d was prepared, it w ould seeiu probable 
th at he could have killed George before the 
latter was able to raise his gun. 
Mrs. 
F ran k s is reported as saying th at she did 
n ot see a pistol. 
Office F ran k s says that 
he visited his brother a few days ago, am i 
persuaded him to give his pistol to his 
m other to take care of, and she locked it in 
h er trunk. 
H e does not th in k his brother 
had a pistol at the tim e of the shooting. 
H e had none w hen he was here, and ap­ 
pears to have gone direct to his wife’s house 
from the cars. 
T he officer received a dis­ 
patch about noon yesterday stating that the 
w ounded m an's condition was growing 
worse, and he w ent to Roseville on the sam e 
train w ith George. 
F ran k s is about 32 
years of age, his wife about 28, and George 
about 62.

ATROCIOUS DOUBLE MURDER. 


Sam uel K ay and His W ife Found D ead 
a t T heir R esidence in Folsom . 
E arly yesterday m orning a little fr y 
nam ed B urke w ent to the residence of 
Sam uel Kay, in Folsom , to deliver a daily 
supply of m ilk, and, on opening the door, 
no one having responded to his knock, was 
horrified to find Mr. K ay lying dead upon 
the tloor o f the kitchen, w ith a dirk knife 
driven through his throat and p inning the 
body to the boards beneath it. 
H e quickly 
gave an alarm , and an exam ination o f the 
prem ises by D eputy Sheriff MeGomber re­ 
sulted in finding Mrs. K ay dead in the 
woodshed, into w hich the m urderer or 
m urderers had dragged her. She bad been 
beaten 
in a shocking 
m anner about 
the 
face and head w ith som e 
blunt 
instrum ent, and had also received a knife 
wound in the abdom en. 
On the stove in 
th e kitchen was found a new ham m er, and 
a w ound on Mr. K ay’s right tem ple show ed 
th at the ham m er was the instrum ent w ith 
w hich he was killed, the knife being 


DRIVEN INTO HIS THROAT 
A fter he fell, the wielder of the knife hav­ 
ing probably used it in the case of both 
husband and wife to m ake double sure of 
th e com pleteness of the villainous work. 
Mr. K ay’s h at had an indentation in it, 
show ing th e m ark of the ham m er, and, as 
both husband and wife were fully dressed, 
and th e windows of the house open, it is 
evident th at the assault was com m itted 
early in the evening. 
T he house had been 
ransacked throughout, the dead 
m an’s 
pockets rilled, the safe broken open w ith a 
pickax, and the contents of a jewel-box 
taken. 
W hoever 
com m itted 
th e deed 
w orked w ithout fear of m olestation, and 
probably had som e one w atching outside. 
Coroner Clark was notified by telegraph, 
and w ent up at once to hold an inquest. 
City A ttorney A nderson, acting as Deputy 
D istrict A ttorney—Mr. B uckley being out 
of tow n—went u p yesterday afternoon t > 
assist, and F . H . Russel, Pnblic A dm inis­ 
trator, was sum m oned to look after the 
property.

of the oldest residents of Folsom , and pro­ 
prietor of a lum ber yard there.

prom inent citizen, well liked. 
H e was 
about 62 years of age. but a hale and hearty 
Scotchm an, who w ould m ake a strong re­ 
sistance w hen assaulted, if not taken by 
surprise. T he general belief is th a t tbe 
m urders were com m itted by C hinam en, 
m any of them reside near the Kay dw ell­ 
ing. and of course the object in th at case 
was robbery. Some, however, suspect Mr. 
K ay's son, a young m an who has been 
rath er w ild, and in consequence had several 
disagreem ents w ith his father. 
H e cam e 
to the city last Friday or Saturday w ith a 
load of wood, got intoxicated, spent the 
m oney he had received and did not retu rn 
hom e.
